As the time approaches for a 
vote on the automotive schedule 
in the new revenue bill, which 
provides for reduction from 5 to 
3 per cent. on passenger cars and 
repeal of the levy on trucks, tires 
and accessories, the anti-tax 
forces are solidly aligned at the 
Capitol, confident that they will 
muster sufficient votes to strike 
out a further levy on 15,000,000 
car owners, 

In the event they are unsuccess- 
ful, the anti-tax champions are 
certain to obtain an amendment 
providing for insertion in the bill 
of the so-called ‘dealers’ protec- 
tive floor plan,’’ sponsored by the 
National Automobile Chamber of 
which is designed to 
per cent.—the difference 
between the 5 and 3 per cent. tax— 
to dealers having cars in stock for 
thirty days after the new law would 
become effective. 

A wire referendum vote from 
truck manufacturers reveals that 
they prefer to absorb the tax re- 
bate on trucks to their dealers, 
rather than have Congress extend 
the effeetive date in the new bill 
one month. 

In order to protect dealers han- 
dling trucks from being forced to 
pay the 3 per cent. tax to the gov- 
ernment on trucks in stock on the 
day the new tax bill becomes effec- 
tive, an agreement had _ . been 
reached to have the truck provision 
of the new bill extended for one 
month, similar’ to the passenger 
car provision, and then the gov- 
ernment would rebate to dealers for 
trucks in stock at the end of the 
thirty-day period. 

A telegraph poll, however, made 
by the N. A. C. C. among the truck 
manufacturers resulted in a con- 
sensus that the truck manufacturer 
preferred the tax to be taken off 
trucks at the earliest possible 
moment, and that the manufacturers 
make some equitable arrangement 
with their dealers in prorating the 
tax paid on trucks in stock the day 
the bill passes. 

Chairman Green of the House

notified today by H. H. Rice, chair- 
man of the Legislative Committee 
of the N. A. C. C. 

If the new revenue bill goes 
through in its present form, the 
government will continue to collect 
revenue from ambulances, while 
hearses will be relieved of the Fed- 
eral excise levy, the A. A. A. points 
out.

In announcing the rating pro- 
gram for 1926, Mr. Phillips points 
out that after a careful and scien- 
tific analysis of a large volume of 
statiStical data the National Bu- 
reau of Casualty and Surety Under- 
writers, composed of thirty-one 
stock casualty companies, has es- 
tablished revised rates for private 
passenger cars and for the garage 
and dealer classification. 

The new rates for 1926 have 
been established after a _ careful 
analysis of the experience for the 
four policy years 1921, 1922, 1923 
and 1924, all brought down to the 
leyel of the latest year.. 

Attention is called to the fact 
that the 1924 exposure of private 
passenger cars for the public 
liability coverage alone embraced 
more than 1,000,000 cars, with 
premiums of approximately $50,- 
000,000. Because of this wide 
spread of experience data, it was 
found possible to base the rates 
for all sizable territories on their 
own individual accident experi- 
ence. 

The new rates, which will be 
promulgated early next month, 
have been based on the accident ex- 
perience of individual communities, 
Improved conditions in a number 
of have made it possible to 
grant substantial reductions in 
premium rates; while in other 
communities an increasing acci- 
dent frequency, coupled with the 
increasing cost of claims, has ne- 
a sharp increase in rates. 

Mr. Phillips points out that, on 
the wh over the country at large, 
it has been found possible to make 
a decrease of almost 3 per cent. in 
the public liability rate level for 
private passenger cars. The prop- 
erty damage rate on the same type 
of automobiles will be slightly re- 
duced.

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HICAGO, Dec. 16.—Bridging the gap between nation- 
wide advertising and retail sales was the topic dis-

“Between national advertising 
and retail sales there Hes a gap— 
sometimes narrow, sometimes 
wide.
